Dupont Powder Plant at Fontanet, 
Ind., Explodes, W recking City, Kill­ 
ing 35 and W ounding over 600 
4* People. 


Fontanet, Ind., Oct. 
15.—Fontanet 
was practically destroyed today by the 
’explosion of the plant of the Dupont 
Powder Company. The dead are believ­ 
ed to number 35. Of these five died In 
hospitals at Terre Haute tonight. 
At least 600 were injured and an Im- 
mApse amount of property was de­ 
stroyed. The exact nurahe rof dead 
and injured, along with the property 
loss, will not be known for several 
days. 
Where stood a thriving and busy 
town of 1,000 people thin morning, to­ 
night there is ruin and scattered wreck 
age. The dead and more seriously in­ 
jured have been taken away. Five hun­ 
dred inhabitants, all more 
or 
less 
wounded, remain to gather their scat­ 
tered household goods and sleep under 
tefl^ 
on cots guarded by soldiers of 
the state. 
Without warning the powder mills, 
fseven in number, blew up 
at 
9:15 
o’clock this morning. They employed 
200 men and of these 75 were at work 
when the first explosion occurred in 
the press I. ill 
In quick succession 
the ,fusing mill, the two coining mills 
and the powder magazine blew up 
foli' wed by th*- cup mill. In the mag­ 
azine, situated several hundred yards 
from the mills, were stored 40,000 kegs 
of powder. The concussion when it 
blew up was f**lt nearly 
200 
miles 
away. 
Every house in the town was de­ 
stroyed. Farm houses two miles away 
and school houses 
equally 
distant 
were torn to pieces and their oc- 
cn y n ts injured. A passenger train on 
th ? Big Four Railroad, 
four 
miles 
away, had every coach window broken 
and several passengers were injured 
by flying glass. 
Over 6,000 people visited the scene

, from cities and town within a radius 
of 50 miles. 
Gov. J. Frank Hanley of Indiana ar­ 
rived at 7:05 o’clock tonight and im­ 
mediately took charge of the situation 
and late tonight proclaimed martial 
law.
